people received brusque 
warning 


from the authorities that if they did 
not behave themselves they would be 
treated to a dizzy surprise. The Fili- 
pinos themselves were similarly cau- 
tioned and are under a close sui veil- 
lance. 


DEWEY TO COME HOME VERY 


LEISURELY. 


Manila, May 26.—7:40 p. m.—The 


events of the past week have em- 
phasized the need of a much larger 
army here, without which, according 
to the best authorities in Manila, it 
would be attempting the impossible 
to expect to establish American su- 
premacy in the Philippine Islands. 


The inadequacy of forces is said to 


be responsible for the large total loss 
in the number of small encounters, 
without material results as a com- 
pensation. Most of the fighting has 
been in teriitory which the Ameri- 
cans have swept but have been com- 
pelled to abandon because they could 
not spare ti oops to hold it. 


The forces commanded by Generals 


MacArthur and Lawton hold two im- 
portant lines of communication and 
commerce, the railroad to San Fer- 
nando and the Rio Grande river. But 
much of the country they have swept, 
including scores of the smaller towns 
and some of the larger ones, have 
been left uncovered, simply for want 
of men to hold them, and the insur- 
gents have returned and are occupy- 
ing the towns the Americans aban- 
doned and are camping in the jungles 
and woods outside of others on the 
watch for chances to harass the gar- 
risons and attack scouting parties or 
detached companies with 
greater 


forces. 


This is the kind of warfare they 


prefer to regular battles. 


It appears that the Filipinos who 


attacked the Third regiment between 
San MigUel and Balinag were part 
of Pio del Pilar's army. They came 
from the south, across the mountains 
presumably, to meet a wagon train 
which 
General 


along the road, 
to capture several large detachments 
and were placed in ambush at differ- 
ent points. 


They fired from the jungle at a dis- 


tance of 200 yards and gave the 
Americans one of the hardest fights 
experienced in the campaign. 


The Filipinos lost more heavily 


than the Americans in all the en- 
counters. 
The insurgent generals 


take the loss of arms more to heart 
than they do the loss of men. 


Foreigners who have arrived here 


from the insurgents' country, under 
the recent order of expulsion, say the 
cemeteries in all the towns are filled 
with fresh graves. A majority of 
the Filipinos wounded die because 
the insurgent hospitals are inade- 
quate, medicines are scarce and they 
have few surgeons, except Spanish 
captives who have been impressed.

opinion which the officials at the of- 
fice of the superintendent of public 
instruction say will prevent the trus- 
tees of some townships from provid- 
ing sufficient school piivileges for the 
next school teim. Under the inter- 
pi elation childien will have to bo 
tiansfeued in some crises to othei 
sohon1.1 and then tuition paid or new 
school houses elected in Ilio town- 
ship. And on top ot this, undei the 
new law, the officials sny tlieie will 
be no money to pny tuition o£ clnl- 
dien transferred. 
The supeiintend- 


ent of public instiuclion is at a loss 
as to 1-ow to proceed under the cir- 
cumstances. In his opinion the at- 
torney general says: 


"I advise that for the year 1899 


township trustees, as trustees of the 
school township, make their annual 
repoits in August for the year end- 
ing July 31. This is true, because 
three-fourths of th,e year had expired 
before the township reform law went 
into effect. 


"I advise that all township trus- 


tees make a complete report to the ad- 
visory board of the township at their 
annual meeting on the 5th day of 
September, of all their acts, doings, 
receipts and expenditures since the 
27th day of April, 1809, pursuant to 
said township reform law. This 
shall include all of their acts as 
township trustees and as trustees of 
the school township and overseers of 
the poor.

"A township bond is a con ti act. It 


is, therefore, clear that there is no au- 
tlionty now vested in the board ot 
county commissioners to authoiize a 
township tiustee to create any in- 
debtedness. 
The advisory board 


meets on September 5th this year. 
These boards may authoiize a town- 
ship tiustoe to cieate any debt for the 
tnwn&hip thai may be deemed ncces- 
saiy, and authoiize a levy therefor, 
which levy shall be certified to the 
county auditor, all as provided for in 
said law. 


"I do not think there is authority 


for the advisory board to organize 
piior to September 5, 1899, and, 
therefore, I know of no provision that 
would warrant of their taking any ac- 
tion that would bind the township 
prior to that time. 


'•It would be entirely proper for the 


members of the board already ap- 
pointed to consult with the trustee 
and be advised of the needs of the 
township prior to the meeting of that 
board, and to advise with the trustee 
fully concerning al^ such matters. 


"The township reform law has no 


application whatever to school trus- 
tees of towns and cities. 


The advisory boards would un- 


doubtedly be authorized to approve 
purchases made by township trustees 
between the taking effect of the re-

The physicians gave the in- 
juied man all possible attention, and 
closed an ugly gash three inches in 
length across the front of the throat. 
The ambulance was called and Noo- 
nan was conveyed to St. oJseph'a 
hospital, where the physicians weie 
enabled to handle the case to better 
advantage.

Press It is from August Wi Erickson 
of Company C, Fourth United States 
infantry, and is dated Manila, March 23. 
Erickson writes: 


"I thought I would write and tell 


yon how we are getting along. There n 
work here all right. A man has to go 
to sleep with a bullet whistling past his 
eais 
It's a nice sensation, I don't 


think. Wo have about 4,000 prisoners 
heie, bnt we can't capture Agninaldo, 
and he is the 'whole cheese' on the oth- 
er side. The insurgents are a dirty lot, 
and, while I am not worse than any of 
the others, it is a pleasure to kill them. 
Brock, you will never know what fun 
it is until yon come over hero and shoot 
about a dozen of these black rascals. Of 
course there is a little hard work mixed 
in with it, but yon won't mind that 
one bit. I do not know what to write 
to yon, only that we are slowly driving 
the insurgents back." 


The Evanston (Wy.) Press pablishe1? 


two interesting letters from Bvanbton 
soldiers in the Philippines, in which 
some significant passages occur. Ser- 
geant Thomas A. Williams,Company H, 
Wyoming battalion, says among other 
things "I am positive that the entire 
archipelago and its 7,000,000 inhab- 
itants are not worth one single Ameri- 
can soldier's life to your government. 
Just as sure as we retain possession of 
and attempt to govern the Philippines 
so sure will they prove a financial loss. 
If I was running matteis here, I would 
say to Agninaldo and his ignorant fol- 
lowers, 'Take your islands and welcome 
to them." " Williams has just been 
promoted to a lieutenancy for bravery 
and soldierly qualities. 


Private A. A Bailey of tho Wyoming 


battery writes in the &ame issue, among 
the concluding paragraphs of his letter, 
as follows: "Yon can bet your ears and 
'everything' you have that this is not a 
white man's country, and I would not 
agree to remain here permanently for a 
$10,000 starter and will be as ready 
and willing to return to God's country 
as anybody on the islands." 


A Colorado soldier who is uncom- 


promisingly opposed to this war ex- 
presses his views in the following letter 
to Carl H. Peterson of Dawkins, Colo. 
It is from Luther B, Wiley of Company 
C, First Colorado United States volnn- 
teers, and is dated Manila, April 0. 
Wiley writes: 


"Yonr letter of Feb. 33 reached me a 


few days ago out in the trenches, or 
camp, nine miles east of the city. We 
have been having work enough to do 
for the last two months, though little 
fighting. Company C has been in bnt 
one mix up, and I was not in that. I got 
to the company just aa they were giv- 
ing np the chase and starting back to 
camp. We had three men wounded and 
geveial more played out with heat, and 
so I came in very handy to help them 
back. I have been uncompromisingly 
opposed to this war on the Filipino. I 
think it wrong from start to finish—the 
'policy,' I mean. It was entirely unnec- 
essary, but now of course it nmst be 
fought out. And it looks as though the 
men that enlisted to fight to liberate 
people must now fight to enslave them. 


"You will see by the papers that 


there has been some pretty hard scrap- 
ping at various places. As it happens, 
I have not been in a fight with the 
Filipinos yet. The company has been 
engaged once, though we have shifted 
our position more than once in order to 
be in their line of advance, expecting 
to get in a shot or two. However, they 
are wary, and after making a feint fell 
back to safety. And as we were not 
ready to give them chase our fun was 
spoiled. Fun! Well, it is anything but 
fun. 
The heat ia simply oppressive. I 


have seen a higher temperature in Colo- 
rado than I have ever seen here, but it 
seems to smother here. 


"Well, Carl, your jolly jingle of frolic 


and fun lifted me out of the blues into 
which I have pretty much settled late- 
ly. I had hoped to be at home and at 
work before this. I feel as though I am 
losing valuable time. My heart is not 
in this war as it was in the one I enlisted 
to fight in, and I go into it simply be- 
cause I have to. If I were not an Amer- 
ican, I think I would be helping the 
Filipinos. Yon may well be glad that 
yon did not enlist in the war. To be a 
soldier in such a cause as we are now 
engaged in is nothing to be proud of. 1 
a in chagrined and ashamed to think of 
it as it is. 


"Well, Carl, the mail closes at 10 a. 


m., and it is now 20 minutes of that 
time, so I will have to close in'order to 
get this to the office. Write soon." 


"That's what he did, but as It turned 


out ,he would have set up an awful hoi' 
ler if he were constituted as most men 
are. Of course, you remember how his 
hearing was almost destroyed because 
of the premature explosion of a toy 
cannon last Fourth of July Well, Just 
after his family had got comfortably 
settled he found that a newly organized 
brass band was using a vacant room 
near his to practice in." 


"That's tough." 
"Yes,*but FriFbie's going around smil- 


ing and congratulating himself on the 
fact that he has lost his hearing and 
is saving $10 a month on his lent on ac- 
count of it. I tell you I'm beginning 
to believe this \\orld is pleasant or oth- 
ni&e just as a person tiies to look at 
it,"—Chicago Daily News.

The meeting of the business men 


in the parlors of the Randall hotel 
last evening, to discuss a proposition 
to build a line of railroad connecting 
the Detroit branch and the main line 
of the Wabash at Fort Wayne or some 
point east, was well attended and will 
undoubtedly bear fruit. 


P. A. Randall called the meeting to 


order and stated its ouject. 
S. M. 


Foster was chosen president, and C. 
H. Newton secretaiy. A general dis- 
cussion of the question followed. 
It 


was the unanimous opinion that such 
a load would be of incalculable value 
to Poit Wayne. A rich agricultural 
teriitory woula be open to Fort 
Wayne merchants; the city would 
have another and very desirable 
route to the eastern cities and direct 
connection with Detroit over a line 
that is eighteen miles shorter than 
any now in existence. I'ort Wayne 
would also become a division point, 
being centrally located between De- 
troit and Danville, and all the train- 
men and enginemen employed on the 
road would make this their home. All 
the locomotive repair work of the 
eastern division of the system and 
much of the car repair work would be 
done here, necessitating 
a much 


laiger force of workmen than the 
company now employs, and an in- 
crease in the amount of money dis- 
bursed in wages by at least $20,000. 
All through travel over the Wabash 
would be through Fort Wayne, bring- 
ing the city prominently before the 
public and possibly resulting in the 
establishment here of industries that 
might otherwise never come. The 
population would rapidly increase, 
making a demand for houses, thus 
enhancing the value of real estate 
and stimulating the building trade, 
which for a year has been dull. Nu- 
merous other benefits would be de- 
rived from the line. 


And the advantages of such a line 


are not all Fort Wayne's. The Wa- 
bash company would be benefltted as 
well. It is true that the distance be- 
tween Detroit and Peru over the Eel 
River road is two miles less than it 
would be over a line such as proposed 
in the foregoing, but the distance is 
more than offset in the absence of 
any perceptible grades. 
The Eel 


River road crosses the high lands in 
Noble county which form the watei 
sheds to streams descending to the 
Wabash river, to Lake Erie and to 
Lake Michigan. To cross this water 
shed immense grades are necesary, 
and where there are heavy grades 
there is a corresponding increase in 
the cost in running trains. A. rail- 
way man who is connected with the 
maintenance of way department of 
one of the lines running into this city 
and is familiar with the topography 
hereabouts, said the other day that 
an engine could pull a much greater 
tonnage over a line such as the one 
proposed would be than it can haul 
over the Eel River road. 


Mr. Randall said he had been in 


correspondence with President Ash- 
ley, and had such encouragement as 
led him to believe the Wabash com- 
pany would lease and equip such a 
line if it were built, but he did not 
believe the Wabash would build it. 


Mr. Bass mentioned this matter to 


C. M. Hays, the former general man- 
ager of the road, and also talked with 
Chief Engineer Lincoln concerning it. 
They both agreed that such a line 
would be valuable to the Wabash and 
that the character of the country 
through which the line would pass 
was such as to make railway con- 
struction very cheap. Mr. Bass looks 
upon the project as the most import- 
ant thing Fort Wayne has been called 
upon to consider for many years, and 
he urged the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with the Wabash of- 
ficials at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. Mr. Bass said he would make 
it his business to see President Ash- 
ley in New York in a few days. 


C. R. Higgins said the people along 


the proposed line were anxious for 
the road, and he was of the opinion 
that they would donate the right-of- 
way and possibly give other aid. 


Mr. Bash said the right-of-way 


was a very important matter and un- 
less it could be secured without a 
great outlay, it would be impossible 
for Fort Wayne capital to build the 
road. 


On motion that a committee be ap- 


pointed to confer with the Wabash 
oftciaty President Foster named for 
that purpose Messrs. P. A, Randall, 
f . H. But and 0. 8. Bash. The meet- 


at the 


the committee met and decided to at 
once go to St. Louis and confer with 
General Manager Joseph Ramsey.

the purpose of securing the Eel River 
shops, should that line be operated 
independently, and should the Lake 
Shore secure it, which now looks 
probable, our people should be ready 
to do everything possible to secure 
the much-coveted Lake Shore divi- 
sion. Butler's opportunity has now 
ailived. Let us get together." 


Conceimng the proposed New Ha- 


ven-Butler line the 
Indianapolis 


Journal of this morning says: "An 
official ot the Wabash lailroad says 
that the management is not so much 
concerned about the decision of the 
Indiana supreme court in the Eel 
River case as it is to have an early 
finding. 
The yeaily rental paid foi 


the Eel River bianch by the Wabash 
is $90,000, and aside from the fact 
that the track running ninety-three 
miles is essential to the maintenance 
of its through line the propeity is 
really opeiated at a loss. Fiom But- 
lei to New iiaven, on the Toledo line, 
twenty-two miles, a connection can 
be built at a cost of $300,000, which 
would give the Wabash piactically 
the same service it has now, put Fort 
Wayne on both the Detroit and To- 
ledo line, with its shops and yards, 
and make a fine division point be- 
tween Detroit and Danville. Thus for 
.1 little more than three years' rental 
of the Eel River the Wabash can con- 
struct its twenty-two miles from But- 
ler to New Haven." 


GOOD RUN ON THE G. R. & I. 


A special tiain of four cars, carry- 


ing a number of delegates to the 
Y. M. C. A. convention at Grand 
Rapids, made a good run yesterday. 
The party came fiom Chicago to 
Vicksburg over the Grand Trunk 
road and thence to its destination 
over the Grand Rapids road. The 
entire distance between the starting 
and the stopping point is 214 miles 
and it was covered in four hours and 
twenty-five minutes.

He says he will arrive in America 
about June 15 and expects to lesume 
the duties of his office soon after 
that date. 


ILLINOIS COAL NO GOOD. 


Recent experiments have demon- 


strated that Illinois coal is "no good" 
as a fuel tor locomotives. This, at 
least, is the conclusion of a Pittsburg 
fiieman who tried to keep up steam 
with it on a run from Chicago to this 
city a day or two ago. He says it 
will do fairly wejl on a short run, but 
to make steam with it it is necessary 
to keep the fire box full gf coal all 
the time and it soon fills with cinders 
which cannot be removed by shaking 
in the usual manner. The Fensyl- 
vania company only bought six car 
loads of the coal, putting three in 
Chicago and three in Valparaiso. Illi- 
nois and Indiana coal is used exclu- 
sively on the Wabash, and that com- 
pany seems to consider it good fuel. 
Its fire boxes are constructed differ- 
ently from those of the Pennsylva- 
nia engines, and it is probably due to 
this cause that the coal burns satis- 
factorily. 


INbx^CTlWG BRICE LINES.

RATES MAY BE CUT. 


The end of the stiike of the grain 


handlers at Buffalo will soon result 
in greater shipments of grain by 
boat and a consequent falling off in 
traffic on the all rail routes. Real- 
izing this fact, the agents of all the 
lines have been actively engaged in 
contracting for business and 
a 


scramble for traffic always results in 
a lowering of rates. After the agents 
have contracted for all the business 
in sight at a certain figure below the 
rate then in effect, a new tariff is 
published in conformity with the in- 
ter-state commerce law. The intent 
of the law, to give all railroads a 
chance to make equal rates, is de- 
feated without trouble by the up-to- 
date traffic official, for he secures the 
business at reduced rates, and in 
most cases it is in transit before the 
agents of rival roads leain of the re- 
duction thiough the notice given the 
commission, as requited by law.
